Oh, beware of loose handles on these rigs! If the latch is 
loose, it won't unlock! Solution: do not loosen the eight 
screws on each side of the case, but rather remove the 

two screws near the front edge on both sides. These go 

to the locking pins, which will then drop free and you 

can pull the set out of the case. (Make sure everything 


is tight when you reassemble the rig!)

I'm gonna regret this, but... 


For Sale: Restored National NC-101X. I didn't do the restoration, but 
it is impressive. The chassis is absolutely mint, and the cabinet 
looks like new (it has been painted, though). All of the knob skirts 
and IF cans have been polished - even the aluminum jackets on the 
electrolytic capacitors. It really is a beautiful receiver. I also 
have the matching speaker, but the original speaker itself has been 
replaced with a newer one. 


Now, a bit of a downside...one of the tubes has been replaced with a 
miniature equivalent, though the original socket is still intact - 
the restorer used an octal socket adapter. All of the tubes light, 
but I am not getting any audio. Both of these should be easily taken 
care of, but I just don't have the time now to open ‘er up.

I'll second what Steve is saying here. Original manuals are available 
for many pieces of old test equipment for very reasonable prices. You 
can also try Manuals Plus, where I have gotten many manuals, and for 
Tektronix, Deane Kidd is the source to use. 


With HP equipment, have the serial number available. This may be a 
plain number, or three digits followed by a dash or a letter and more 
digits. Also, with Tek equipment, particularly items built after 1960, 
have the serial number available. 


So far as 200CD oscillators go, I have two that are so radically 
different inside that it is hard to tell that they are functionally 
identical. For 400D/H meters I had three, and have a manual that does 
not match any of them, beyond the general block diagram. One is 
Similar except for the power supply; the other two are completely 
different beasts beyond the overall block level. 


Some of the Tektronix manuals I have cost around $25 from Deane Kidd. 
I doubt that you could get a good duplicate copy from all but the most 
sophisticated copy places that would do a decent job on the schematics 
and halftone pictures, and a good copy would cost around that much.

Absolutly fascinating!!! 


I have just fiunished reading "Empire of the Air" and my historical ears 
are perked. Question: Was this (the transmissions from the Titanic) still 
spark gap transmissions. ? In what year did spark cease to be used, to be 
supplanted by a CW signal such as we are familiar with today. My 
problenm with Lewis wonderful book is the glossing over of when types of 
transmission began to be used. 


VVVV VV VV WV 


Yes, all ship gear until about 1913 or 1914 was spark. At about 1914, 
some commercial arc gear began to be available. The Titanic used 
Marconi spark gear. 


Spark was used typically through WWI up to about 1925, as the mainstay 
of communications. Usually 3 waves were used 300m 450m 600m, aboard 
ships. Most ship gear was spark, but a fair portion was arc, after 1914. 
Shore stations used spark, or arc, or alternator. Shore stations 

used longer waves, quite often, up to 10,000 meters or so. Hams 

got those ‘‘useless short waves'' of 200 meters and down, and used 
mostly spark, with a little vacuum tube work with audions, etc., but 
King Spark was the defacto standard up until 1920 or so, and the 


first commonly available commercial vacuum tubes could be had. 


After about 1922, commercial marine gear began to go to converted tube 
spark sets using self-rectification in push/pull modes, or even raw 

ac on the plate(s) for a modulation from 500cycle generators. A few 
rich hams followed suit using things like 204A's, etc. The ac modulated 
the note at 1000 cycles from a 500 cycle generator, giving a nice 
pleasing note, as compared to the brash hash of plain spark. Good 
rotary gaps or timed gaps or even quenched gaps gave a relatively 

good note in a spark set, though, that was called *‘musical'' back then. 
On ham's 60 cycle house power, the note was.... wellllll, rough. 


By 1927, most spark sets were retired, except for standby or spare 
modes, in new ship construction. Thirdworld and backwater vessels 
used spark up until about 1940 or WWII. By then, it was hopelessly 
outdated by even the simplest vacuum tube rigs, and most ship gear 
had been converted to ACW modulated vacuum tube by then, or replaced. 


Spark was legal for emergency use long past that time (generally through 
WWII, but technically up through about 1965 or so by regulation). 

It was officially outlawed about 1940, except for emergency use. 

Jef£ Herman has the details somewhere about when spark was officially 
gone forever, even in emergency mode. 


CW has been around since 1907 with Valdemar Poulsen's arc transmitters 
and since about 1914 with Alexanderson's rf alternator generators. 
Tube CW generally came about after WWI, although some experimentation 
occured earlier (about as early as 1912 when the typical oscillator 
designs [Hartley, Colpitts, Armstrong, etc.] were designed). Hams 

did not really begin using CW until about 1920 when common and relatively 
cheap 5 and 50 watter tubes began to be available commercially, or in 
surplus from WWII stocks of Western Electric tubes. Most of the early 
ham gear up through 1922 or so was also modulated CW (ACW) due to AC 
being used on the plates, unless a simple battery powered rig. After 
1924, ham spark was officially outlawed, and the requirement for 

pure DC notes began to take effect. By then, most hams were using 
some sort of rectifier and filter to eliminate the RAC notes, and 
generate pure CW.

Greetings, Anchorites, from a dull and drizzly Diepenbeek in N.E. Belgium ! 


My apologies for the lateness of this posting. The original thread surfaced 
back in January this year, and I contacted Ken Taylor, the met observer 

and chief w/op of the British North Greenland Expedition 1953 for his 
recollections on Polar BA operation. Sadly, Ken is not getting any 

younger and this year has been tough for him, his reply only came in 

the post yesterday due to ‘circumstances beyond control'. I append the 

text of his letter here, any comments of mine are in square brackets 

[thus]. 


8th May 1996 


Interference in Greenland came as sort of very high pitched scream as 
opposed to any man made interference. I tried to tie this up with 
weather conditions, being a "met" observer and every time I thought 

I had the answer something happened which put all my theories and 
statistics to nothing so I never found the answer. Our aerials at 
the base were vertical wires and the static was such that at times we 
had static charges of 2 or 3 inches across the feeders which gave one 
quite a shock when changing aerials. [The air in North Greenland is 


very dry.] You will appreciate that we had no sophisticated switch 
arrangements but only crude clip on style changes. B-K [Lieut. Cdr. 
Richard Brett-Knowles] reduced this static charge by having a length 
of aerial above the upper insulator coated with a carbon grease. 


You are quite correct in stating that our main TX was an Army type 53. 
This was the most inefficient piece of equipment that I ever had to 
use. We had two 2 1/2 Kw generators at the base and I used one of 
them to supply lighting and all the equipment used by the scientists 
the other had to be kept for the type 53. It required most of the 

2 1/2 Kw output of the generator to give us a transmitter with a 

150W output. 


Our inter communications in Greenland was conducted on a frequency 
of 1752 KHz as I recall. This was perfect day or night, Winter or 
Summer and was the envy of the Danish and I believe that after we 

left they took it over. 


The Weasels (track vehicles) has WS19 fitted and the sledge vehicles had 
hand cranked radios but I'm afraid I can't remember the type or 
manufacturer. On the sledge journey to the centre of the ice-cap I 

had an army TX/RX type 62. When the Hastings aircraft NR492 crashed 

on the ice-cap I sent an SOS on this which was received at the American 
air base at Thule. This set was used with the aerial tied to skis stuck 
in the ice and tied with boot laces. We had double skinned tents and 

I kept the radio between the skins of the tent to avoid condensation 

in the equipment and carried the operating leads into the inner tent. 


I hope I have covered all the points you wish to know. You will 
appreciate that we are talking about things that happened a very long 
time ago and memories are sometimes dim but can be re-generated by 
the odd word or remark. 


I hope I can work you on the Ham bands some day. 

One thing that comes to mind with regard to communications in the Northern 
zone. When I was serving in Korea, using my knowledge in Greenland, I used 
to send messages to Hong Kong on their local net, 1830 KHz, rather than 
those on the higher frequencies as laid down by the R.N.

It is true that the WS53 needs 1.8kW to put about 10% of that into the 
aerial. It is only inneficient, however, as a radio transmitter. As a room 
heater it is some 90% efficient, which may be useful in polar regions. 


I have one here. Running it into the dummy load it is almost 100% efficient 
as a room heater (all that is lost is the visible radiation, mainly from the 
filaments of the four 813s....

Reminded me of an interesting 
severe storm detector project I remember from QST. It was in QST somewhere 
between '64 and '66 I think. It used a 3JP1 (pretty sure it was a 3JP1) 
simple 'scope circuit and a couple loop antennas connected to the scope 
circuit. 


> From the display you could tell: relative distance of the (lightning)

storm, direction of the storm, intensity, whether cloud to cloud strikes or 
cloud to ground. 


Always wanted to build the thing, but back then I hardly had a dime. 
Anyway, if anyone remembers this article, or can put their hands on it, 


I'd sure like to get a photocopy of the article. 


think the original article was "Tracking Thunderstorms by Radio". I 


remember first seeing the circuit published in the Amateur Scientist 
section of "Scientific American". I built the circuit in 1964 as a high 
school science project (and won two awards too). I think the same circuit 
was later published in QST. 


The circuit used two RC coupled amplifiers, one for each loop, that drove 
the deflection plates of the CRT. I cannot remember what CRT tube was 
called for but I used a surplus 5JP1A. In fact, I still have the tube and 
the plexiglass box I housed it in. The loops were three feet in diameter 
and were around a hundred turns of #20, I think. I used old hula-hoops 
for coil forms! The loops were broadly sensitive to signals below 500 
kHz. A third amplifier was connected to a vertical sense antenna which fed 


a 


blanking signal to the CRT. (Without the blanking signal, the display 


gave a tilted line with 180 degree ambiguity as to the direction.) 


Two systems were needed to triangulate on a storm as the unit only gave 


direction. Relative magnitude could be inferred from the display but a 
smaller lightning stroke close to the receiver could not be differentiated 
from a larger stroke further away. I do not remember anything about 
cloud-to-ground or ground-to-cloud detection, however. There were several 
construction articles published about the same time on equipment to 
measure the earth's electrostatic fields both in Scientific American and 
in Popular Electronics/Electronics Illustrated. These usually used an 
electrometer input circuit using a special vacuum tube. 


I have two of the collections of C. L. Strong's Amateur Scientist columns. 
The first includes lots of vacuum tube circuits and some early transistor 
stuff, but I do not think this particular article is in it. The second 
collection included most of the early laser construction and 
experimentation articles including the infamous nitrogen UV laser. [Hey 
kids! Build your own simple ultraviolet laser capable of 100 KW peak power 
output! ] Ah, those were the days - before liability and torts!

In my case, it was the mid-50s edition of "How to Become a 
Radio Amateur." 


I had wanted a shortwave radio ever since I was about 11 or 
12 years old. I used to sit and stare at them in the Sears and 
Montgomery Ward catalogs (Hallicrafters and Nationals). The 
summer I turned 14, I spent all my time working for my Dad on the 
farm and doing land surveying work and saved up $55. The TV 
repairman in our rural community got me a brand new Hallicrafters 
S-38D (it was $49.95) plus a roll of #44 stranded copper wire and 
two porcelin egg insulators. I strung up the antenna, used some 
zip cord for the lead-in, and started SWLing using a logbook from 
Radio Supply Company in Richmond (VA). I saw an ad for 
headphones from Allied Radio for $2.00, so I bought a set. 


I saw the spots on the dial marked "amateur" and didn't know 
what they meant, but one day while shelf-shopping at Radio 
Supply I saw the little black and orange "How to Become..." so I 
bought it ($0.50). That was followed in short order by "Learning 
the Radio Telegraph Code" and "The Radio Amateur's License 
Manual." For Christmas that year my folks gave me a J-38 (still 
have it) and a Johnson Speed-X buzzer (long ago lost). 


By the following Christmas I had just passed my Novice (code 
test given by a teenage General Class who lived up the street 
from my grandmother in Richmond, and whose family she knew; 
written exam proctored by my high school principal), so my 
present that year was a real thrill - a Johnson Viking 
Adventurer kit! My ticket finally arrived in early February, and 
the rest, as they say, has been pretty much one big love affair. 


As a "farm kid," I probably appreciated ham radio and SWLing 
more than many others because of the semi-isolation of farm life. 


I truly felt that I had "the world at my fingertips," as the old 
ad used to say (I've forgotten whose ad it was, HI!).

I suppose there are several reasons that I like boatanchors. Not necessarily 
in order, but here goes: 


When I first got into ham radio, I could dream about many of the available 
rigs, but I could not buy them, being in junior high school at the time. 
It's rather nice to be able to actually own and use some of these radios 
now. 


I am also a packrat. I like to collect things, and boatanchors are ideal. 
While they take a bit of space and weigh a bit, it can be relatively 
inexpensive to acquire a fairly decent collection. 


I like to tinker with things. I built a fair number of Heathkits when 
I was a Novice back in 71-73, and then I got sidetracked into musical 
instruments and audio equipment. I went through a lot of musical 
equipment from 1973 toi 1987, especially guitars. I owned quite a 


collection of guitars during those years. I got back into ham radio 

in 1987, and gradually got less and less involved in music. A few years 

ago I sold most of my musical equipment, since I found myself using it 

less and less often. I still have my Martin D-41 acoustic guitar, my 

baby grand piano, my electric bass, my fiddle, and my four-track recorder, but 
I rarely use them anymore. Boatanchors are now my collecting and tinkering 
passion. 


My boatanchor preferences run toward the latter part of the vacuum-tube 
era--late 50's to the early 70's. I like the older radios, but given 

a limited budget and even more limited space, I have to specialize 
somewhat. I tend to prefer (for the most part) mid- and higher-end 
equipment that can offer fairly decent performance, stuff that 

I can actually use fairly often. My favorite boatanchor in my collection 
is my R-390A, which I recently acquired at the Belton, TX swapfest.

I have more Heathkits 
in my collection than any other brand at the moment. Alas, I do not

I agree with a lot of what both Bill and Jeff have said. I am a packrat, 
love to play with things I could not afford to back in my impressionable 
years, love the ruggedness of military gear, and love to work on stuff 
that I can still see without a magnifier! 


I too built a lot of Heath, Eico, and Knight kits. My stereo was all 
tubes until about 20 years ago. 


In the 80's I decided to get rid of all the tube stuff (20A, 2-B, and 
T4/R4) except for a few pieces of test equipment so I wouldn't have to 
worry about rare spare parts. Technology is great and I wouldn't give up 
my TS-930 (golly, that's 12 years old now!) or my R-71 for anything. 


I have to blame my "new" interest in boatanchors on all you guys and this 
list! That and the fact that I had a few choice BA's given to me and I 


couldn't turn them down (a SP-600 and Drake 2-B). I have added a RBL, S-38, 
SW-54, BC-348, quite a few ARC-5 receivers, HRO-M, 1934 Philco cathedral, 
and an Atwater-Kent model 20 to the pile of receivers.

Interesting question. 
I'm into boat anchors to make up for a mis-spent youth. 


Let me explain. I have always been a bit of a techno-junkie. When I was in 
High School in the late 50s and early 60s, I wanted to be a ham and lusted at 
all of the equipment in the Allied, B&A, and Lafayette Radio catalogs. I even 
saved my nickels and dimes, ordered, and built a Lafayette KT-200 (which I 
still have and which still works) receiver and spent a great many very happy 
hours listening in on the ham and international shortwave bands. I also 
either bought (or read off the counter in the local drug store) just about 
every issue of Pop' ‘tronics and drooled at all of the adds, which, in the 
late 50s and early sixties included such classics as the ARC 5, DX-20 and 
siblings, and all of the now classic National, Hammarlund, and Johnson Gear, 
all of which was out of the question on a farm boy's budget. Collins was so 
far out of reach as to be an impossible dream. 


Most of these rigs were no longer on the air when I finally got my ticket in 
'88, so I started out with a used FT-101 and continued to dream. Then, a 
friend gave (read "Either you take this thing off my hands or I take it to the 
land £i11.") me dead Viking II which I was able to resuscitate. After using it 
for a couple of QSOs, I sold the transmitter, kept the VFO, and used the 
profits to buy a Matchbox and a Johnson Adventurer that I still use and love. 


Then, a couple of weeks ago Floyd (W4RW) brought a BC-348 he to the local ham 


club meeting and let the assembled mass listen to it and turn the nobs. I 
asked him, "Why a BC-348?" and was told that it was the "hot" receiver he had 
operated as radioman on C-54's for about 12000 hours during WWII. Both Floyd 
and another ex radioman attest that they never had a BC-348 fail during a 
mission. Floyd had just acquired three '348s for old times sake and wanted to 
show off the first one he got up and running. 


Anyhow, I ended up lugging the thing home. I got it into the house by 
announcing to the XYL "Guess what! I've got a real piece of history here!" and 
put it into operation the following weekend along with the Adventurer. 


So, here I am, 35 years after the radio bug first bit me, operating the 
station I dreamed of back then. It's a real kick to tap out RCVR HR IS BC 348 
R ES XMTR JOHNSON ADVENTURER WI 50 XTAL CONTROLLED WATTS TO A SINGLE 807=" on 
the J-38 clone I bought back in high school and let the conversation develop 
from there.

Here's my entry - updated from a few years ago 


Although I'd always been interested in "science" things, it was 
a friend (K4NYV) who got me interested in ham radio when we were in junior 
high. We got our tickets together (KN4NYV and KN4NYW) in 1961. 


Built a Knight Span Master and later a Knight R-55. Also acquired a BC-348 
in high school sometime. Built a 6L6 CW xmtr while I was a novice and 

a 6146 based AM xmtr for 6 meters when I got my tech ticket back then. 
Also had a Heath Sixer. I've always liked 6m except for the TVI - great 
band openings and a good wavelength for antenna experimentation. 


There were lots of friendly adult hams who'd let us teen-agers visit or 
scrounge for parts. One guy (WORMV) was stationed at the local Coast Guard 


base and was a great encourager and mentor for us. We'd hang out at his 
shack day and night. Lots of building and modifying of gear going on in 
those days. 


I went off to college and was inactive during that time - I was an EE 
student because I hoped to learn how to design ham gear - HA ! that sure 
was naive !! 


After college I got back on 6 meters with a homebrew 6146 AM xmtr and 

a NC-300 plus Ameco converter. Sold all my ham gear when I went back 

to grad school to learn about computers. Got seriously involved with computer 
graphics and ignored ham radio from 1972-1990. Did I miss anything good ?? 


So when I got interested in ham radio again, I just set the 

way-back machine to 1965 and proceeded to satisfy my old teen-age 
desires. I had let my license lapse, so I had to re-test - got my 
General the morning of a hamfest and found a beautiful R-4C/T-4XC that 
afternoon! The Drake twins were soon joined by a 32S-1 and 75S-1. 


And then I discovered my true calling in life : Remembering how 

much fun Heathkits were, I just couldn't pass by a Marauder at a local 
hamfest... and then a DX-60, and a DX-40, and a Mohawk, and a DX-100, 

and an Apache, and a Warrior, and...now I have almost 

one of everything Heath ever offered for hams. And extending my 

kit theme, dozens of Knight-kits, all the Johnson gear, 

a Globe King 400 and a bunch of Scouts and Chiefs, Lafayette's kit revrs and 
Starflite xmtr, some Conar and Ameco gear, and even the three Halli-kits 
(SX-119K,SX-140K, and HT-40k). 


And I'll confess a certain fascination with receivers from the same era, 
so I ended up with 20 or so heavyweights from Hammarlund, Hallicrafters, 
National, and Collins. 


The initial desktop grew to six desks with shelves, seven shelving units, 
and a 15'x 4'x 4' pile of old ex-kit (and a few unbuilt kits) tube-type ham 
goodies in the middle of the basement floor. 


Why ? because it is intriguing gear to restore and repair, and because 
it brings back nice memories of the joys of first learning how to build 
and fix things.
